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Inside North Vietnam 
U.S. Bombers Exchange Fire 


SAIGON (AP) — U. S. fighter- 


bombers exchanged fire with 
antiaircraft guns inside North 
Vietnam today and destroyed 
three of the long-range weapons 
in the 33rd strike at the North 
this year, the U. S. Command 
announced. 


A spokesman, Maj. Charles 


Johnson, said none of the 
American jets was hit in the 
action 40 miles north of the 


demilitarized zone. 


However, the U. S. Command 


reported that another Air Force 
F4 Phantom was shot down 
Thursday farther south in the 
Laotian panhandle while on a 
mission against the Ho Chi Minh 
trail. The two crewmen were 
rescued, the command said. 


Johnson said the two Phan- 


toms that made the attack today 
were attacking the upper por- 


tion of the Ho Chi Minh trail 
whan they were fired on by a 
battery less than a mile across 
the border and near the Ban 
Karai pass, one of the major 
crossover points on the Com- 
munist supply route. 


The jets attacked the enemy 


37mm and 57mm antiaircraft 
guns with bombs, rockets and 
20mm cannon. Johnson said two 
of the 57mm guns and one 37mm 


were destroyed. He said 
the 


57mm guns have a range of eight 
miles and 37s a range of five 
miles. The U. S. air campaign 
against the Ho Chi Minh trail 
has triggered about 75 per cent 
of the American strikes against 
the North this year. The other U. 
S. attacks were in response to 
threats 
against 
American 


reconnaissance 
planes 


photographing North Viet- 


namese 
installations. 
The 


number of attacks in North 
Vietnam this year is already 
nearly five limes the number 
reported in all of 1970. Hanoi, in 
its effort to protect its supply 
route to South Vietnam and 
Cambodia, has beefed up its 
antiaircraft defenses along the 
border.

The prospect, from 
southern California, is expected, 
to produce revenue for the 
facility at least equal to his 
$24,000 to $28,000 annual salary.

the facility. The letter was

session for Tehama County 
Supervisor Shan Patterson. He 


had been refused access to the 
letter when the hospital and 
safety commission brought the 
facilities preliminary budget to 
the board Tuesday. Patterson 
then refused to allow action on 
the salary until he saw the 
letter. 


Neither the commission or 


Patterson would reveal the 
letter's contents. 


In the profit and loss figures, 


Dr. Hugh Garland, the county 
medical director, said there 
were two more "pay" patients 
than (county supported) in- 
digents treated in March. 


Rose reported a 79 per cent 


occupancy, with an average 
daily patient population of 29. 


The administrator also in- 


formed 
the 
board 
that 


preliminary plans for maximum 


security cells had been ap- 
proved by the state. 


While the hospital is ex- 


panding its facilities, the health 
and safety commission took the 
state required Comprehensive 
Health Planning Association, a 
regional group, to task for trying 
to ruin both the county hospital 
and St. Elizabeth and Corning 
Memorial private hospitals. 


According to Garland, the 


association is directing patients 
to Redding and Chico. 


Also criticized by Garland was 


the local drug awareness group 
as another example of "lay 
people coming in to take over 
government agency jobs." The 
profession will be too swamped 
with lay groups "to give good 
medical care," the hospital 
chief said.

State's Jobless Rate 
During April Rises 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) — 


Because expected employment 
hikes 
didn't 
materialize, 


California's jobless rate during 
April rose to 7.4 per cent even 
though the number of persons 
out of work declined. 


Gilbert Sheffield, director of 


the state Department of Human 
Resources Development, said 
Thursday the rate in April 1970 
was 5.5 per cent. This March it 
was 7.1 per cent. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — With 


President Nixon's efforts to 
battle inflation dampened by a 
new increase in wholesale 
prices, the administraton looked 
today to another set of figures to 
gauge its economic progress — 
the unemployment rate. 


The jobless rate has hovered 


around the 6-per-cent mark this 
year, and Nixon has pledged to 
bring down the figure to 4.5 per 
cent by the middle of 1972. 


Nixon says his drive to expand 


the economy through increased 
federal spending and easier 
money policies should reduce 
unemployment and the inflation 
rate simultaneously. 


But April's wholesale price 


index appeared to signal a new 
rise in the cost of living, since 
movements at the wholesale 
level usually translate into 
consumer price increases. 


Treasury Secretary John B. 


Connally said he hated to see the 
wholesale price index rise, but 
he added: "I don't think we 
should pay too much attention to 
it." 


There was some encouraging 


news in another economic area. 
The Department of Agriculture 
announced consumer spending 
on food during the first quarter 
increased 
$600 million from 


January -March last year, the 
smallest rise in more than two 
years. 


The repast said food prices 


probably will end the year • 'ith 
an increase o:" 2 5 to 3 per o;nt 
The increase last year was 5.8 
per cent, largest in 20 years. 


The USDA survey said food 


purchased at supermarkets this 
year probably will cost 2 per 
cent more than last year. Dining 
out is expected to continue 
costing more, but at a lesser 
rate than the 7.4-per cent rise 
during 1970.

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Controversy Ru&s Deep 


A housing authority for Tehama County is rightfully a con- 


troversial matter. It is right, on the one hand, that we be concerned 
about what housing is available here, how people here must live 
and how their children will grow up. On the other hand, it is right 
that we examine any proposed remedy carefully. 


We will do well to make sure that in attempting to improve the 


quality of life for some of our citizens that we do not overbalance 
the gains with losses in some other direction. Further, for all those 
of us who have not studied the matter know, even if present housing 
authority proposals would prove beneficial, thera may be a more 
beneficial course we can take. And it's quite possible that even 
those who have studied the matter may not have the last word. For 
that very simple reason, anyone who has come to a conclusion 
already is bound to find it controversial. 


To an extent, that is well. It is well that a step so important 


should be well argued. We can be happy that we have citizens who 
take enough interest in our community to give it their attention. But 
it appears that there are some among the enthusiasts that we 
cannot be so happy about. There has been some violent language in 
what should be earnest discussions, a lot of unproductive name 
calling, and, it is reported, a makeshift and possibly fake bomb 
thrown. That, we can do without. 


The differences of opinion»are understandably deep, and some 


are sure to remain. Some are founded on ingrained philosophy that 
probably nothing can change. But some of the arguments arise out 
of different understanding of facts which it ought to be possible to 
clear up. The matter of control is one such point of argument. 
Opponents of forming a housing authority in Tehama County 
declare and quote regulations to prove that there will be little' local 
control. Proponents argue just as staunchly that there is complete 
local control except for regulations designed to assure that federal 
money is used for the purpose for which it is granted. It should be 
possible to have such matters as that spelled out in exact detail. 
Pernaps if all the facts are made plain a clear majority opinion can 
be arrived at. 


Pending further study and sampling of public sentiment, 


however, these thoughts: 


Any housing for which government — local, state, or federal — 


pays part of the costs is a form of government aid, of welfare. If 
experience has shown that it does a better job of supplying a need 
than cash, for instance, then it is better that it be used. However, all 
aid is a poor substitute for an economy prosperous enough that it 
would be a comparatively small item. 


New Soviet Space First 


It will be some time, of course, before the full significance of 


Russia's space lab experiment can be evaluated. The short 
duration of the manned f ollowup led to some speculation that not all 
had gone as planned. But regardless of the degree of success, it 
seems evident that Soviet space experts have taken quite a step 
toward the inevitable establishment of a space base in earth orbit.

WASHINGTON — Govern- 


ment gumshoes have hounded 
Gene Smith, a mild, bespec- 
tacled, $l3,500-a-year Pentagon 
employe, until his health has 
broken. 


His alleged crime: taping a 


Pentagon 
meeting 
and 


delivering the tapes to us. 


Military 
investigators 


badgered Smith, cursing in 
language laced with obscenities, 
and threatened to have him 
fired. 


"Do you know Jack An- 


derson?" they demanded. There 
are few worse crimes, ap- 
parently, in the Pentagon. 


"Anderson must be stopped!" 


was their constant theme. 


To help stop us, they called in 


the FBI. J. Edgar Hoover, who 
is annoyed at us for starting the 
clamor for his retirement, 
happily rushed in a couple of G- 
men for the Pentagon. 


The Federal gumshoes visited 


Smith's neighborhood where 
they 
upset 
his 
wife and 


frightened his children. They 
asked his neighbors and co- 
workers nasty questions about 
his drinking habits, his loyalty, 
his relatives and associates. 


Next, the Justice Department 


invoked a law which prohibits 
the "aural acquisition" of 
conversations. This would seem 
to ban all eavesdropping, at 
least without a court order.

must 
have been 
intended

originally as a joke. For the 
Pentagon has indulged in "aural 
acquisition" on a grand scale. 


WRONG MAN 


But for Gene Smith, it was no 


joke. He was subpoenaed to 
appear before a federal grand 
jury in Norfolk, Va. U. S. At- 
torney Brian Gettings lit into 
him with a vengeance, warning 
he would get Smith either for the 
tapes or for perjury. 


Finally it began to dawn on 


Gettings that he had the wrong 
man. Smith denied under oath 
that he knew the terrible Jack 
Anderson or had anything to do 
with the controversial taping. 
The Pentagon, the Justice 
Department and vaunted FBI 
had fingered the wrong man. 


The chastened prosecutor 


admitted to us that a "federal 
agency" had suggested he go 
after Smith. "We probably do 
have the wrong man," Gettings 
said ruefully. 


But the admission comes too 


late to help Smith. The govern- 
ment harassment has already 
driven him to a doctor who has 
treated him for inflamed ulcers 
and high blood pressure. Smith 
has also been fired from his job 
in a phony reduction of force. 


What was this horrible crime 


that Smith was wrongfully 
accused of committing.? 


Last December, we reported 


that 
Pentagon aides 
had 


laughed, sang and told smutty 
stories while they decided who 
should be fired at Christmas 
time. The Defense Department, 


characteristically, 
denied the 


whole thing. 


To prove our story, we offered 


to play tapes that had been 
furnished to us of the closed- 
door meeting. The Defense 
Department, 
having 
been 


caught in another lie, then began 
an investigation to find out who 
had taped the jubilant firing 
sesson. 


They pounced on poor Gene 


Smith, who was unknown to us. 


SUGGESTED INDICTMENTS 


Now that the prosecutor has 


discovered his mistake, it would 
be a shame to waste a grand 
jury that has been impaneled to 
indict someone for "aural 
acquisition." 


We, will be happy to submit 


evidence to the grand jury 
against a host of government 
officials who have engaged in 
"aural acquisition." 


For instance, Smith's own 


boss, Col. Frank Huray, has 
admitted to us that he listened in 
on a Pentagon extension while 
Smith called an acquaintance. 
The colonel says he picked up 
the telephone extension ac- 
cidentally, but this seems to us 
to be "aural acquisition." 


Huray's superior, Col. Earl 


Browning, 
is 
responsible 


for recording the remarks of his 
employes at a 1969 "loyalty 
meeting." He claims he gave 
them advance warning, but 
employes dispute this. They say 
the tapes, if they haven't been 
altered, will prove no advance 
warning was given. 


Of course, Pentagon sleuths 


have 
used 
eavesdropping 


equipment indiscriminately in 
their snooping activities. These 
law violations by the people who 
are supposed to uphold the law 
would make a worthwhile in- 
vestigation for the Norfolk 
grand jury. 


Footnote: Some Pentagon 


sources suggest that Assistant 
Defense 
Secretary 
Roger 


Kelley, who ordered the in- 
vestigation into the secret 
taping, is trying to use this as a 
means of breaking up the union. 
Gene Smith, who was singled 
out, happened to be a union shop 
steward. 
Another 
strong 


unionist, Bob Cody, has also 
been purged, and other union 
men have been demoted.fired 
and harassed. Kelley denies he 
is a union buster, but his anti- 
unionism is documented in the 
records of the Federal Labor 
Relations Council. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 


"Real" Vietnam — Contrary 


to Pentagon claims, Rep. Bob 
Steele, R-Conn., a mod-dressed, 
32-year-old House freshman, 
found in Vietnam that many GI 
drug users were introduced to 
the stuff in the Army. A typical 
incident was described to Steele 
by a young GI. As he stood in 
line for his first field shower, the 
GI related, a veteran soldier 
ahead of him handed him a 
marijuana "joint" to finish off. 
"The is the real Vietnam," said 
the veteran as he stepped into 
the shower. "Dig it!"

The American consumer, 


traveler and businessman have 
a stake in the flurry of monetary 
speculation threatening the 
stability of European currency. 


But experts foresee little 


immediate 
impact 
on 


Americans as a result of trading 
by speculators hoping for an 
increase in the value of the West 
German mark. 


The long-term results — if 


German or other European 
currencies are revalued upward 
as the speculators hope — could 
affect U. S. foreign trade by 
encouraging exports 
and — 


through higher consumer prices 
on foreign products in U. S. 
stores — discouraging imports. 
And it could weaken in- 
ternational confidence in the 
dollar, the most serious. 


Following are some questions 


and answers to explain how the 
crisis developed, what the U. S. 
moves mean, and what the 
probable outcome will be: 


Q. Why did the German, 


Swiss, Netherlands, Austrian 
and Belgian banks suspend 
trading in dollars'^ 


A. Because they were hit with 


a 
flood 
of dollars 
which 


speculators wanted to change 
into 
West 
German Deut- 


schmarks and — to a much 
lesser extent — other European 
currencies. 


Q. Why do the speculators 


want marks? 


A They believe the mark soon 


may be revalued upward — thai. 
its value will be increased in 


terms of dollars. They think that 
the mark, now worth something 
over 27 cents, will soon be worth 
more. 


Q. How could the value be 


changed? 


A. The German government 


could declare a new and higher 
value for its currency, after 
consulting with international 
monetary authorities. Or it 
could let the mark "float"; that 
is, it could cut the mark loose 
from any stated value tem- 
porarily and let dealings in the 
world money markets decide 
what the new value would finally 
be. 


Q. What would happen then? 
A. Presumably, either way, 


the mark would wind up at some 
higher figure; the dollar would 
be worth less when used to buy 
marks or to buy German goods. 
The speculators who had got rid 
of dollars and obtained marks 
would chalk up a profit. 


Q. Why is the dollar less 


valuable in Europe? 


A. Because Europe is over- 


supplied with dollars. European 
banks are holding more dollars 
than people want to borrow or 
spend. 


Q. Why is there an over- 


supply? 


A. For several reasons. Some 


of America's Vietnam war 
spending has piled up dollars 
abroad. So have its payments 
for a rising volume of imports 
from Europe. Also some dollars 
have 
been 
sent 
overseas 


deliberately to obtain the higher 
interest earnings now available 


in some European 
countries. 


Finally, the long U. S. inflation 
has made American 
goods 


costlier in world markets. And 
Americans, who are getting less 
for their money at home, also 
are buying more good made in 
Germany and elsewhere. 


Q. Why do the speculators 


expect Germany to revalue: 


A. Because that's a way for 


the Germans to curb their own 
inflation. 


Q. How would a revaluation 


help their inflation? 


A. German goods would im- 


mediately become more ex- 
pensive; it would take more 
dollars or francs, for instance, to 
buy a given quantity of German 
products. Therefore it would be 
harder to sell German goods. It 
is possible that such a step 
might be taken reluctantly but 
ever since World War II, when 
Germans suffered one of the 
most searing inflations in 
history, Germany has beer: 
more fearful of inflation than 
any other country. 


Q. Is the German situation 


duplicated in some 
other 


countries? 


A. Yes, but to a lesser 


degree.with the Swiss franc, the 
Japanese yen, the Dutch guilder 
and the French franc. 


Q. Does this mean more 


revaluations may be coming? 


A. Possibly There are two 


ways to correct a serious im- 
balance, if one exists: To 
devalue the dollar by raising the 
price of gold, to which the 
dollar's value is tied; or by 


revaluing upwards the key 
currencies whose exchange 
rates are tied to dollars. 


Q. What about devaluing the 


dollar? 


A. The French say this is the 


proper course. The U. S. 
government has rejected it 
repeatedly and firmly. Most 
other countries dislike the idea 
because it would upset the whole 
free world monetary system, 
and would bring a windfall to 
gold-producing countries like 
Russia and South Africa. On the 
other hand, the European 
countries dislike revaluing their 
own currencies upward because 
they would lose business. 


Q. Did that happen to Ger- 


many after the 1969 revaluation 
which boosted the mark from 25 
cents to more than 27 cents? 


A. Yes. German auto makers 


still complain of lost profits. 


Q. How can the dilemma be 


resolved? 


A. As a partial answer the 


United States may take steps to 
bring home a lot of the dollars 
that are choking Eueope's 
banking system. 


Q. How is that done? 
( 


A. By borrowing them, in 


effect Several weeks ago the U. 
S. 
borrowed $1.5 billion in 


Eurodollars — U. S. dollars on 
deposit in European banks — by 
offering an issue of special 
securities for sale to the over- 
seas branches of American 
banks. The banks used up $1.5 
billion of their Eurodollars in 
buying the certificates.

of the Fourth Amendment. 


The court said police may 


inventory an auto in their 
custody for articles which are in 
plain sight but they may not 
search for articles in closed 
suitcases or packages 


The case arose when Sharon 


Mozzetti was injured in a crash 
in Sacramento and taken to the 
hospital Before towing her car 
to storage, police, 
following 


routine procedure, inventoried 
its contents. 


They discovered marijuana in 


a closed suitcase on the rear 
seat. 


When charged with possession 


of marijuana, Miss Mozzetti 
moved to suppress the evidence, 
contending the police search 
without a warrant violated her 
constitutional 
rights. 
The 


motion was denied by trial court 


and she appealed. 


The 6-1 decision by Justice 


Stanley Mosk first held that the 
police inventory of the car was a 
"search" within the meaning of 
the Fourth Amendment. 


"It seems undeniable that a 


routine police inventory of the 
contents of an automobile in- 
volves a substantial invasion 
into the privacy of the vehicle 
owner. 


"Merely because the police 


are not searching with the ex- 
press 
purpose of 
finding 


evidence of crime, they are not 
exempt from the requirements 
of reasonableness set down in 
the Fourth Amendment," he 
said. 


The opinion said there were no 


circumstances in the case to 
justify the search without a 
warrant It said the search was 
not incident to lawful arrest nor 
was it based on probable cause 
that the vehicle contained 
contraband. 


The court further said there 


were no circumstances which 
made the search "reasonable 
and necessary."

Hart told a meeting of the

disaster and famine relief work 
carried on by Seventh-day 
Adventists was received by 
members of the Red Bluff Ad- 
ventist Church last Saturday.

Washington, D.C., stated that 
aid valued at $4,422,000 was 
given by the denomination last 
year to disaster victims in 47 
countries.

(SAWS),

Our 
Peru aid program last year 
passed the $1.7 million mark. 


Working with the government, 


SAWS was able to distribute 16 
million pounds of surplus food. 
The major portion of this went to 
Peru. Medical supplies valued 
at $1.8 million were sent to 
needy areas.

little 
paperback 


published in July of last year, 
which, its fly leaf says, "records 
a revolution that could not 
happen here, but did!!!" 


Its publishers describe it as 


"the story of one man who 
fought a lonely battle against 
immense odds on behalf of the 
mothers and starving children 
in Delano." 


It's an account of episodes 


connected with the California 
grape strike led by Cesar 
Chavez, 
written 
by John 


Steinbacher, 
a 
name im- 


mediately recalling to memory 
a much more famous author and 
a book bearing the word Grapes 
in its title. 


But there any similarity with 


John Steinbeck and The Grapes 
of Wrath ends. 


This is not a story of un- 


fortunate, 
bewildered 
and 


wandering dust bowl victims 
struggling against adversity and 
unfeeling landowners and their 
henchmen. Neither is it a 
neutral, non-committed story. It 
is a bitter denunciation of 
Chavez and his strike. Un- 
derstatement is not Stein- 
bacher's forte.

Command announced today the 
imminent withdrawal of more 
than a dozen U.S. Marine units 
that will reduce Leatherneck 
strength in Vietnam by 3,085 
men. 


Their departure will lower the 


total of U.S. forces in Vietnam to 
about 262,000 men, the lowest 
level in five years. The last with- 
drawal target set by President 
Nixon calls 
for American 


strength to be cut to 184,000 men 
by Dec. 1. 


The Marine withdrawal an- 


nounced today will leave about 
9,000 Marines in the country. All 
of these except a small number 
of advisers will be pulled out by 
the end of this month or early 


June. 


The major units that are 


beginning to stand down in 
preparation for return to the 
United States are the 1st Bat- 
talion, llth Marine Regiment 
Artillery, and the 2nd Battalion, 
1st Marine Regiment. The ar- 
tillery battalion normally has 
660 men and the infantry bat- 
talion 1,155 men.

About 70 South Vietnamese 


militiamen 
engaged 
North 


Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops in the fighting northwest 
of Saigon. The government 
troops were later reinforced and 
reported killing 19 enemy in day- 
long fighting Thursday. Seven 
South 
Vietnamese 
were 


reported killed and six wounded. 


The battle was four miles east 


of Trang Bang, a district town in 
a region that North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong forces dominated 
until U. S. infantrymen from the 
25th Division cut heavily into 
their ranks. 


The 25th Division began 


moving out of Vietnam last year 
and completed the move last 
month. 


U. S. bulldozers since early 


April have been clearing the 
heavily vegetated region, which 
is pocked with booby traps, 
mines and bunkers. U. S. tanks 
and armored personnel carriers 
and 
South 
Vietnamese 


militiamen 
are 
providing 


security for the operation, and 
seven Americans have been 
killed and nearly 1000 wounded. 


The U. S. Command did not 


issue a morning battlefield 
communique today "due to lack 
of activity," a spokesman said: 
He said there were no rocket or 
mortar attacks reported against 
U. S. forces overnight.
